Mr. R. S. Law, president of United 

Grain Growers Limited, has issued the 
following statement: 

As president of a farmers’ company, 

I welcome the opportunity to urge 

that every possible vote in Western 

Canada should be got out on April 

2?th so that the answer from the 

prairies to the plebiscite shall be a

resounding “Yes. 
So far as Western farmers are con- 
cerned, there is no need to argue that 
every restriction must be removed 
that stands in the way of making the 
Canadian war effort as effective as 
it can possibly ‘be made. There is no 
part of the country that has a greater 
realization than 
prairies of what is at stake in the 
war or a greater determination that 
every ounce of this country’s strength 
shall be employed in its prosecution 
In every branch of the fighting ser- 
vices there are young men from 
prairie farms and such young men 
are to be found on every fighting 
front. Although such enlistments have 
created a shortage of farm labor, re- 
cent government announcements in- 
dicate that the supply of essential 
farm labor is to be protected under 
arrangements for selective service. 
But there is a real danger that 
farmers of Western Canada may fail 
to make their opinions fully effective 
on April 27th, for polling day comes 
at a busy time of the year. It ts not 


prevails on the 


enough to be in favor of the answer 
“Yes” to the plebiscite; it 1s neces- 
sary to get out and register that opin- 
ion by a vote. Tt is necessary to re- 
mind members of the family, neigh- 


bors and friends to go to the polls 


and to see that no vote goes unpolled 
through carelessness or neglect or 
through lack of transportation. 

For this plebiscite there will not be 
the usual campaign machinery to get 
out the vote and we shall all have to 
take our part in replacing that organ-

Western farm organizations, such 
as our company, have had much to 
say recently about the national im- 
portance of Western Canada, about 
the determination of Western farm- 
ers to play their full part in the na- 
tional effort and about what has to 
be done to make that possible.

What are the facts in the case of 
the plebiscite?

he government has adopted a 
upie and direct attitude in this is- 
sue, because the government does not 
desire to engage in the struggle with 
the hands tied in so far as using

Without the active 
help of these powerful allies or part- 
ners, Australia would now be in a 
desperate position with Japan at her 
door, even if she had retained on her 
soil every soldier and gun for the last 
two and a half years of this war. 


Canada is in a somewhat similar 
position now. Without the active co- 
operation or help of Britain and 
United States, Canada might find 
herself in a possibly doubtful situa- 
tion in the event of a direct attack, 
but this country can probably avoid 
such consequences through her com- 
plete co-operation and partnership, 
including all her human and material 
resources, in the common undertak- 
ing of all the allies who aim to strike 
the enemy wherever or whenever 
that may be, doing the utmost to 
prevent the enefny from even reach- 
ing the stage of any possible direct 
attack on the New World. 


Obviously, every move indicates 
that this is the strategy in Washing- 
ton and London. It tollows that the 


leaders ii Ottawa, whom the people 
of Canada ‘have elected to high oftice 
in this war, are inclining gradually 
to this same strategy more and more, 
merely seeking the proper authority 
to do by means of the plebiscite. it 
is nothing more or less. It is not a 


resignation of war leadership. It is 


hot a sign of totalitarian war leader- 
ship. [t is not a novel concept of war 
leadership. The piebiscite is a simple, 
direct and cotmimon-sense process by 
which the men at the helm of the 
ship of state desire to receive unques- 


tionable and popular support of an 
advocated policy in order to do the 
steering according to the course 
which they can see is the only right 
course for all the allies or partners 


in this struggle.
